LIKELIHOOD THAT ” 
DAUGHERTY WILL 
NOT BE RETRILD 


Prosecutor Says He Won’t 
Be Able to Decide for a 
Month, Following Jury’s 
Disagreement. 


HOW JURORS VOTED 
ON FINAL BALLOT 


Former Attorney-General, 
Accused of Fraud With 
T. W. Miller, Says He De- 
served Acquittal. 


By the Aasociated Preas. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—There 
was doubt today whether Harry M. 
Daugherty and Thomas W. Miller 
would be tried again on charges of 


conspiracy against the United 
States while Attorney General and 
Alien Property Custodian, respec- 
tively. 

“Tdl not be able to tell for a 
month at least whether I'll bring 
them to trial again or not,’’ said 
Federal Attorney Buckner after a 
jury disagreed vesterday. 

The jury, after hearing evidence 
for five weeks, debated its verdict 
for 65 hours and 40 minutes before 
the court accepted a report of dis- 
agreement. That is a record for 
Federal Courts in this district. The 
final vote was seven to five for 
conviction of Daugherty and ten 
to two for conviction of Miller, 
some jurors said. 

Nature of the Charge. 

The charge was conspiracy to 
defraud the United States of hon 
est services in the transfer of $7,- 
000,000 worth of stock in the 
American Metals Co. to alien in- 
terests. 

“I am disappointed that there 
was not a verdict of acquittal,’’ 
Daugherty said. “I expected it 
and deserved it. However, I have 
no complaints to make.” 

Daugherty has departed for his 
home in Columbus, O. His first 
purpose is to have treated one cye 
which has been inflamed by a cold. 
He is also eager to see his mother. 

Miller is going home to Wilming- 
ton, Del., to see his two children. 
and then go to the American Le- 
gion convention in Philadelphia, 
after which he expects to go hunt- 
ing with the Governor of Nevada. 

View of Daugherty’s Attorney. 

Max D. Steuer, Daugherty’s at- 
torney, said there were three rea- 
sons actuating the jurors who vot- 
ed against Daugherty’s acquittal. 

“The first and weightiest,” said 
Steuer, ‘‘was the masterly presen- 
tation of the case by District At- 
torney Buckner. The second rea- 
son was the destruction of some 
of the ledger sheets of the jMid- 
land National Bank. Of course, 
Daugherty was not on trial/for de- 
stroying those ledger sheets, nor 
is it a crime to destroy old ledger 
sheets. Nevertheless, at the mere 
suggestion of the fact, many peo 
ple were staggered. The third rea- 
son was Mr. Daugherty's failure to 
take the witness stand. Of course, 
such was his right.’ 

The American Metal Co., Ltd., 
“has at no time been directly or 
indirectly concerned” in the 
Daugherty-Miller trial, C. M. Loeb, 
president of the company, asserted. 
In a signed statement Loeb ex- 
plained that the charges against 
the erstwhile Government officials 
did not involve assets of the Amer- 
ican Metal Co., but the procecds 
from shares in the company which 
were sold by ‘the Alien Propecty 
Custodian at public auction in 1919. 
These proceeds, fi and not the shares 
of the metal company, were later 
transferred to foreign claimants, 
Loeb stated. 


TWO METROPOLITAN BOXES 
SOLD FOR $200,000 APIECE 


Robert S. Brewster Acquires One 
and Frazier Jeltke Other at 
Grand Opera House.

Austin W. Peck in Serious 
Condition After an Alter- 
cation in His Office Wth 
John McClure. 


WIELDER OF THE 
KNIFE SURRENDERS 


Prisoner Says Trouble Was 
Over Notes He Had In- 
dorsed for Peck to Buy an 
Automobile. 


Austin Warren Peck, member of 
an old and wealthy St. Louls fam- 
ily, who was paroled from Missouri 
Penitentiary .five years ago after 
serving a few months of a five- 
year sentence for embezzlement, is 
in serious condition at St. Lukes 
Hospital with an abdominal stab 
wound, inflicted yesterday during 
an altercation in his real estate of- 
fice, 511 Central National Bank 
Building. He is 31 years old and 
resides at Hotel Chase. 

John McClure, 57, of 4044 West- 
minster place, a real estate dealer, 
told police he stabbed Peck in self- 
defense. He is under arrest. 

“I’m an old friend of the family, 
and I got him out of trouble more 
than once; even fed him,” McClure 
said. 

‘Trouble Over an Auto. 

“A short time ago he wanted 
an auto and picked out a second- 
hand coupe for $250. He didn’t 
have the money, and the. seller 
wouldn’t take his word to pay, so 
his mother and myself indorsed his 


notes. Then he went out and 
wrecked the car, with only $44 
paid. He refused to continue pay- 


ments, and judgment for the bal- 
ance was obtained against the in- 
dorsers. . 

“IT went to his office at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon to ask him to 
make good on the notes. I spoke 
to him ina fatherly way, but he 
said he would pay no more and he 
ordered me from the office. He 
pushed me and cursed me. When 
I turned toward him, he rushed at 
me, and I drew my pocket knife 
and stabbed him.” 

The knife blade penetrated the 
wall of the abdominal cavity. Peck 
went to the home of his brother, 
Robert Peck, 5247 Bancroft avenue, 
and from there to the hospital. His 
version of the affray could not be 
obtained. 

Wielder of Knife Surrenders. 


McClure surrendered at the 
Page Boulevard Police Station, 
when he learned Peck was in a 


hospital. 

Peck is a great-grandson of the 
late Charles H. Peck, who left a 
large estate. He and his brother, 
Robert, conducted a stock brocker- 
age business in the Merchants-La- 
clede Building until 1920, when 
they were arrested and charged 
with defrauding clients. On Jan. 
26, 1921, a jury found them guilty 
of embezzlement, and Austin was 
given five years in the penitentiary 
and Robert two years. The prose- 
cuting witness, Jordan. Eilers, a 
Gillespie (Ill.) grocer, testified he 
had entrusted $13,000 in securities 
to them, and they were not re- 
turned, 

Austin Peck was paroled from 
the penitentiary Nov. 14, 1921, by 
Gov. Hyde upon repr sentations by 
the prison physician that Peck was 
tubercular and would die if con- 
fined. The conviction of Robert 
Peck was reversed, July 2, 1923, by 
the Missouri Supreme Court, which 
held the State had failed to make 
a case against him. = later the 
Peck brothers were associated as 
Edgar 
Schneiders, elderly ex-convict, in 
radio and “phonograph enterprises. 
Schneider is now awaiting sentence 
in Federal Court on his plea of 
guilty to using the mails to de. 
fraud customers.

According to the statistics of the 
Trade Commissariat for the last 
11 months, the order of trade fol- 
lows: Great Britain, $145,000,000; 
Germany, $131,000,000; United 
States $64,000,000; France, $27,- 
000.000. and Italy, $26,000,000. . 

The poor showing of the United 
States was due to a great diminu- 
tion in Soviet orders placed in the 
United States for cotton, machin- 
erv, textiles @nd similar products, 
which the Russians say they can 
buy on more favorable terms in 
Europe on credit of from two to 
three years.

| Supreme Oourt Sustains Sale of 
“ — Dye Patents.

| WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. — The 
Government lost In the Supreme 
|Court in the chemical foundation 
case. 

The court yesterday sustained 
the sale of seized German chem- 
ical and dye patent, trademarks 
and copy rights to the Chemical 
Foundation by the Alien Property 
Custodian. , 

Discussing legality of the sale, 
the court pointed out that A. 
Mitchel] Palmer, while Alien Prop- 
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erty Custodian and later as Attor- 


ney-General, had advocated seizure 
and sale of the chemical indus- 
_ tries of the enemy. 


The opinion analyzed develop- 


| ments consummated by President 


Wilson's executive order of Decem- 
ber 3, 1918, finding that Congress 
in the exercise of its war powers 
had delegated atithority to the 
President, and that he had legally 
designated Frank wv Polk to act 
for him in the matter. 
Order of Polk TU 
The order issued by Polk tn 
February and April’ 1919, author- 
izing the Alien Property Custodian 
to sell at private sale to the chem- 
ical foundation without advertis-- 
ment and upon such terms and 
conditions as he deemed proper, 
were found by the court to be in 
accordance with law. 
“The purpose of the trading with 


(the enemy act waa not only te 
' weaken enemy countries by de- 
_priving their supporters of their 


properties,” the court stated, “but 
also to promote production in the 
United States of things useful for. 
the effective prosecution of the 
war.” 

The court found that contempo- 


_raneous conditions and war legts- 
lation indicated a purpose on the 
part of Congress to employ all 
legitimate means to the prosecution 
' of the war and that the act under 
which the saie was made shoud 
therefore be liberally construed. 


The court held that Congress 


| was free to authorize the seizure, 
use or appropriation of enemy- 
| owned properties without any com- 


pensation and did, as a matter of 
fact, make no provision for com- 
pensation and therefore German 
owners have no claim for compe- 
sation. 

The court declared tne inevitaMe 
conclusion must be reached that 
the President had power to avither- 
ize the sale and the Alien Property 
Custdian to make it. :

Ills of the mind, hardly consid- 
ered in routine medical practice of 
today, hold possibilities beyond the 
health of individuals. 

Mental Hygiene Problems. 

“Th® gravest ills from 
this world of ours suffers, indus- 
trial disputes and international 
misunderstandings,”’ said Winslow, 
“are all in their essence problems 
of mental hygiene and will be 
solved less by economic or politi- 
cal panaceas than by a fuller grasp 
of the principles of applied psy- 
chology.”’ 

A change in the fundamental 
system of payment for medical 
services may be necessary, Wins- 
low suggested, if the individual I!s 
to have the benefit of the preven- 
tion of disease that so often obvi- 
ates the necessity of cure. Perhaps 
the idea of paying the doctor to

$750,000 Righway_bridge soon 
to be erected across the Mississippi 
Raver at Louisiana. Mo. The nic- 
ture was made by protographing 
the site from the Missouri side of 
the stream and superimposing a 
drawing of the bridge design. 

While the perspective is some- 
what illusory, it may be seen that 
the bridge will have a decided 
slant downward, dropping from a 
point about 100 feet high on the 
Missouri bluff almost to the level] 
of the Illinois bottoms. It is 
| unique in this respect for this sec- 
‘tion of the Mississippi, but two 
State highway bridges over the 
Missouri River are constructed on 
this plan. The Louisiana site is 
one of the narrowest places on the 
Mississippi and bedrock fortunately 
is only a short distance below the 
river bed. 

Harrington, Howard and Ash of 
Kansas City are the engineers who 
designed the bridge, for the Mis- 
souri-Illinois Bridge Co., which is 
being financed by W. R. Compton 
& Co. of St. Louis. Bids for con- 
struction were opened here recent- 
ly, and the contract is expected to 
be awarded soon.
